The Feeding Of 
Dairy Cattle 


More Profitable For Average Taine 
To Feed Mangels Rather Than 
Sugar Beets | 
Experiments would indicate that | 
there is little to choose between! 
mangels and sugar beets for the 
feeding of dairy cattle. A_ test 
made at the Agassiz, British Colum. 
bia, experimental farm last year, in- 
dicates that slightly better yields of 
milk were obtained from the use of 
sugar beets, which, however, wer 
offset by the greater difficulty of 


growing the beets. The experimen: . 


was conducted during February and 
March, Sach cow under test was 
fed, in addition to a ration of mixed 
grains, alfalfa hay and ensilage,’ 
thirty pounds of roots. The exper! 

ment procedure was on the three 
periods plan. During the first and 
third periods one of the two roots 
was used in the ration, during the 
second or intermediate period thi 
other root was fed. The results of 
the test are given’ in the report of 
the superintendent of the station for 
last year, published by the Depart 

ment of Agriculture, at Ottawa, Ten 
cows were used in the trial. In th 

table of results it is shown that to 
produce 100 pounds of milk there 
was required in addition to the other 
feeds, 115.038 pounds of mangels 
compared with 111.6 pounds of su- 
gar beets. The cost of the entire 
ration to produce 100 pounds of milk 
was $1.95, when the mangels were 
fed, and $1.91 from the sugarbeets. 
In the production of a pound of but 
ter fat, there was almost a cent dif- 
ference in favour of the sugar beet 
ration. During the week the ten 
cows were getting mangels, accord- 
ing to this report, they gave 55.9 
pounds of milk less than the week 
they were fed on the sugar beers,

Honor Belongs To England 


Frenchman Did Not Originate Idea 
Of Artificial Silk 


Most of the credit for the idea of 
wanufacturing artificial silk goes to 
France, and the honor has_ usually 
been given to Reaumur, a French na- 
turalist. Actually, the first known 
suggestion was made by an English- 
man, Dr. Robert Hook. In 1664 he 


published a book, ‘“Micrographia,” in; 


which he described a microscopic ex- 
amination of refl silk, and suggested 
the possibility of producing a similar 
thread by mechanical means. The 
first machine to produce an artificial 
thread was made in England. In 
1840, Mr. Louis Schwabe took out 
the first patent and erected his ma- 
chine, embodying spinnerettes, in 
Manchester, but the product failed to 
attract and Schwabe committed sui- 
cide three years later. Today the 
spinnerette is in full use, and £135,- 
000,000 is invested in the industry in 
England alone.

UNDAY SCHOOL LESSON Montreal To Have 


Giant Terminal 
Solve ‘Tratic Problems 
Canada’s Largest City 


The bill for the new Canadian Na- 
tional Railways Montreal terminal, 
which will’ admit of enlargement to 
a capacity equal to that of the pres- 
ent New York Central terminal in 
New York, exclusive of the latter's 
special suburban area, has passed 
the Senate and now has full parlia- 
mentary sanction. This, at a cost of 
$50,000,000, will give Montreal a ter- 
minal comparable with any in 
America. 

The Canadian National terminal 
will be set Just below St. Catherine 
Street, between the shopping and 
financial districts of Montreal. Its 
construction will change the entire 
lay-out of the central portion of the 
city and by its connections  under- 
ground and by overhead viaducts 
through the city, will offer a solu- 
tion of some of the present urgent 
traffic problems, both freight and 
passenger, of Canada’s largest city. 

At present freight is only shifted 
between the east and west sections 
of Montreal on the Canadian Na- 
tional lines by use of the heavily 
loaded lines of the harbor railways 
or by a haul over the company’s own 
lines to Turcot via Joliette, Rinfret 
and Fastern Junction, a distance of 
108 miles. The building of 17 miles 
of new line in connection with the 
new terminal will reduce this dis- 
tance to 20 miles, effecting great 
economies in time and cost. In ad- 
dition new industrial and residential 
districts not presently served by any 
transportation facilities will be ren- 
dered available. 

The intention of the Canadian Na- 
tional is to offset much of the ex- 
penditure of $50,000,000 by leasing 
the surface areas above the tunnels 
which will connect with the station. 
It is pointed out that the New York 
Cenral have adopted a similar plan 
in leasing the surface areas near the 
Grand Central Terminal in New 
York.
